EXPLANATION OF THE BILL

The proposal would authorize the creation of a redevelopment tax increment financing (TIF)
district within specified parcels in the city of Plymouth. The proposal makes some exceptions for
the district established under its authority. These include removing limitations of property
eligible to be in a redevelopment district, extending the five-year rule to ten years, removing
limitations on the permitted use of increment from the district, and allowing increment to be used
for improvements to Hennepin County Road 47 outside the project area. The authority to
approve a TIF plan to establish a TIF district under the proposal expires December 31, 2030.
